Leading Daring Jail Break

Gunmen Bind Two 
Guards in New 
York Penitentiary 
ROCHESTER, N. Y. (&)— 


Two armed ex-convicts who 
bluffed their way into Monroe 
county penitentiary early to- 
day were speedily captured, 
and one of two prisoners they 
freed also was caught. 


Still at large but believed to be 


in Rochester was Anthony Men- 
dolla, 45, who had been serving 
time on a theft charge. 


The gunmen tied up two guards 


and made off in a guard's automo- 
bile, which they soon abandoned. 


Police said James Compton, 30. 


of Du Bois, Pa., one of the prison- 
ers, and Paul R. Freeman, 24, of 
Rochester, accused of being one of 
the gunmen, were captured after 
officers surrounded a house. 


An hour or two earlier, police 


had picked up George R. Bonner, 
21, of Washington, Pa., and ac- 
cused him of being one of the 
gunmen. 


Police said Freeman and Bonner 


recently had been released from 
the penitentiary. 


The gunmen used a ruse to get 


into the penitentiary, and after 
pulling out their revolvers, tied up 
the two guards and plastered their 
mouths with adhesive tape. 


Then they ma'de off with Men- 


dolla 
and 
Compton. Compton, 


whose address also was listed as 
Coshocton, Ohio, was serving a 
one-year term on a bad check 
charge. 


The gunmen also took a wallet 


from one of the guards. 


The gunmen entered the peni- 


tentiary about 12:30 a.m. after tell- 
ing Clyde Jefferds, 63, chief night 
guard, that they had cigarettes 
and a newspaper for Compton. 
They gagged Jefferds and tied his 
hands, then walked him down a 
corridor and into the turnkey's of- 
fice.

Senate Votes Cut in 
Appliance Tax, 64-23 


WASHINGTON <#>—Senate Republican leaders regrouped forces to- 


day against any further floor cuts in excise taxes after losing a test 
in which a 100-million-dollar reduction was voted on household ap- 
pliances. 


The GOP leadership lost control 


Wednesday night and, when that 
became apparent, agreed to accept 
the household appliance cut. The 
vote for it was 64-23. 


There remains a good possibility 


the appliance tax cut, from 10 to 
5 per cent, will be knocked out in 
conference with the house, which 
voted no such reduction. Sen. Milli- 
kin (R-Co), chairman of the finance 
committee, expressed 
belief the

Please Use the City Dump and 


Not the Countryside! 


Spring housecleaning brings with it the problem of 


what to do with items to be discarded. 


There are laws against throwing them anywhere. 


What can be done? 


Mayor William Slothower explained today that 


trash can be discarded at the city dump. This includes 
anything from garbage to an old sofa. 


The city is able to provide weekly service in dispos- 


ing of three big items, garbage, ashes and tin cans. 


Limited revenue makes it'necessary to restrict the 


service, Slothower said. 


For several years, Dixon has been operating its 


garbage disposal service in the red while it pays for new 
land-fill property.

Although the city doesn't haul away items other 


than garbage, ashes and cans, that is no reason for 
residents to ind'scriminately clutter the countryside 
with junk. 


People can dispose of junk personally by taking it 


to the city land-fill, located southeast of Dixon, or by 
hiring private haulers. 


The city does not charge taxpayers residing within 
the corporate limits to dump in the land-fill. Dixon 
township residents must pay a small fee, depending on 
the size of the load. 


According to Slothower, the charge averages about 


25 to 50 cents.

Private haulers are charged for dumping in the 


land-fill. The cost is added to the bill paid by the per 
son hiring the commercial trucker. This is true no mat* 
ter if the citizen lives in or out of the dty.

The city dump is located on the southern edge of 
the dty off Rt. ?! It is available for dumping between 
the hours of 7 a. m and 4 p. m. 


Please use it and don't mar the beautiful countryside 


by dumping garbage along the roadsides.

Millikin predicted to newsmen to- 


tlay that other key amendments to 
the excise or sales tax bill spon- 
sored by a group of Democrats 
would be beaten.

Fury of U.S. 
Tests Stirs 
Parliament 


Newspapers Demand 
Banishment of 
Atomic Warfare 
LONDON UP) —Britain 


broke out today in a rash of 
hydrogen bomb jitters. 


Reports of the awesome 


and unexpected fury of Amer- 
ica's hydrogen bomb test ex- 
plosion in the Pacific March 
1 prompted fresh demands in 
Parliament and the press for 
all-out diplomatic efforts to 
banish the threat of atomic 
war. 


The Laborite London Daily Her- 


ald, in a rare front page editorial 
demanded that the United States 
call off any more hydrogen bomb 
tests before it turns the Pacific 
into "a source of peril." 


Call For Parley 


It called on the British govern- 


ment to take the initiative in seek- 
ing international consultation "on 
all the problems involved for man* 
kind in possession of the bomb." 


The influential, liberal Manchest- 


er Guardian also warned of the 
possible "most serious" conse- 
quences of further hydrogen bomb 
tests. 


Newspapers used "scare" head- 


lines over President Eisenhower's 
news c o n f e r e n c e 
statement 


Wednesday that something must 
have happened at the March 1 ex- 
plosion that surprised and aston- 
ished scientists. 


In Parliament, Laborites have 


renewed their demands for some 
sort of fresh approach to Russia. A 
few Conservatives also have asked 
questions along these lines. 


None Could Win 


Lord Salisbury, Britain's atom- 


ic chief, told the House of Lords 
Wednesday night the "hideous real- 
ity" of the hydrogen bomb makes 
necessary a live-and-let-live under- 
standing between Russia and the 
West He warned that no one could 
win an atomic war. 


Other peers expressed similar 


fears. 


The News Chronicle warned edit- 


orially that fear and dispair over 
the hydrogen bomb may develop 
into a helpless apathy which might 
make atomic warfare "not only 
possible but inevitable." The news- 
paper referred to President Eisen- 
hower's invitation to Russia to join 
in pooling atomic energy for peace- 
ful uses but said "the time has 
now come to have done with the 
oblique and to go directly once 
again for the goal." 


Recall Dulles Speech 


Much of Britain's "atomic un- 


easiness" followed last January's 
speech by U. S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles announcing 
America's policy of instant and 
massive retaliation against aggres- 
sion. Churchill himself sought to 
ease these fears by assuring the 
House of Commons that the United 
States would consult Britain before 
launching any atomic counter-at- 
tack from bases in Britain.

V. S. Pilots 


Some American civilian pilots— 


employed by Civil Air Transport, 
a privately owned line with head- 
quarters in Hong Kong—are flying 
the transports on supply missions. 


The French want more bombers. 


If they get them, they say, they'll 


need more Air Force men to serv- 
ice them. Adm. Arthur W. Rad- 
ford, chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, had said not long ago the 
250 air technicians sent in already 
would be withdrawn by June. 


Two days ago Secretary of De- 


fense Wilson told a news confer- 
ence the Indochmese troops fight- 
ing beside the French need "effec- 
tive and apgrebsive" training if 
the war is to be won. 


Causes Concern 


Various U. S. steps to help the 


French have caused concern in 
Congress that the United States 
might get so deeply involved in 
the war that outright participation 
might be a necessary next step. 


President Eisenhower, at 
his 


Feb. 10 news conference, tried to 
quiet such fears by saying every 
step this government takes in help- 
ing the French to fight the Reds 
in Indochina is intended to keep 
this country out of a hot war there. 


Just what will this country do 


if the Red Chinese finally decide 
to take an active part in the fight- 
ing? No one in government has 
given an answer. 


But last Sept. 2 Secretary of 


State Dulles made a statement 
which might be considered a wain- 
ing to the Chinese. Their inter- 
vention, he said, could not occur 
without gtave consequences which 
might not be confined to Indochina.

Should the 18-Year-Olds Vote? 


Both retrospection on woman suffrage and inspection 


of current polls among the 18-year-olds argue that extending 
the suffrage to the latter would not change significantly the 
balance between political parties or between liberals and con- 
servatives regardless of party. The record thus far suggests 
also, that this is the kind of proposal likely to be highly 
praised and quietly pigeonholed. 


Nevertheless, it presents an issue, much in the public 


eye, which has lined up good people both for and against it. 
A look at the pros and cons is certainly in order.

The most persuasive pro argument is essentialy a moral 


one: "If they're old enough to fight, they're old enough to 
vote " And, indeed, such a plea based on fairness could be 
sufficient 


On the same side the best documented rational argu- 


ments lie in the evidence that 18-year-olds score better than 
do their elders in political information tests, and that they 
are more keenly and hopefully interested in public affairs. 


The contrary arguments belong largely in the rational 


sphere except for the undoubted appeal to the sentiment of 
"let well enough alone." *

* 


Drawing a parallel between fighting and voting, say the 


opponents, is not valid. As well sav, "Old enough to'play 
football, old enough to vote." For fighting calls for vigor, 
stamina, and taking orders: voting for experienced judgment 
There is a difference, sav they also, between possessing a 
fund of recently learned information and a store of wisdom 
which takes time to accumulate. 


The age of 21 has no magic connotation. But one cannot 


ignore the element of folklore which for many centuries has 
associated that age with mental and physical maturity There 
may be some significance, also, in the fact that it is the na- 
tions with the longest histories of self-government which 
have held to a voting age of 21 or over.

Certainly the proponents must foresee that the voting 


age can hardly be lowered without also lowering the mini- 
mum age at which other responsibilities and obligations may 
be legally assumed. Teen-agers who can vote are not likely 
long to accept a status in which they may not marry with- 
out parental consent, nor enter into contracts and convey 
property in their own names. 


Such a walk around the issue does not. and should not 


justify final conclusions. One opinion, however, seems 
wholly justified: This is a proposal fraught with as much 
emotion as reason, however worthy that moral fervor may 
be. It calls for amendment of the Constitution of the United 
States a step not easily taken nor easily undone. It may 
nrove both right and wise to take this step—but only after a 
long, cool look—Christian Science Monitor 


The Mature Parent 


Immoderate Praise Destroys 
Youngsters' Own JucTgment 


One Saturday morning, our 13- 


year-old Steve is seized by a burst 
of energy. To our grateful astonish- 
ment, he offers to clean the ga- 
rage. With a grim purposefulness 
that we find impressive, he de- 
mands rags, detergent—and disap- 
pears. Two hours later, he asks for 
inspection. 


We ^spend 25 minutes m the jra- 


rage, pouring forth every admiring 
adjective we can think of to exag- 
gerate our approval of his work. 
.And Steve never cleans the ga- 
rage again. We can get him to un- 
dertake other chores if we press 
him; but so far as the garage is 
concerned, he r e m a i n s most 
strangely resistant. 


What's happened to Steve is 


what sometimes happens to gifted 
young -writers whose first books 
are so over-praised by critics that 
they can't write second ones. 


In both cases, the value which 


the worker puts spontaneously on 
his own production is overwhelmed 
by the value immoderate praise 
puts on it. 


They don't want to write another 


book or clean the garage again lest 
they fail to duplicate the produc- 
tion that won them the immoderate 
applause 


Now, 
as childt en grow, so their 


respect for their own judgment 
needs to grow, too. So for older

boys and girls, I think it's kind to 
keep our praise of them moderate 
enough so that this respect is en- 
couraged, rather than overwhelm- 
ed. 


And to the 13-year-old son who 


must learn to trust the value of his 
work himself, say in the cleaned 
garage: "It looks fine But you 
don't need me to tell you this. You 
yourself can see what a good and 
conscientious job you've done." 


It is because I deeply feel that 


love supports childien's increasing 
need to trust their own judgment 
that I dislike immoderate praise. 


For giving such praise is a most 


efficient way to keep them de- 
pendent on our judgment That's 
why it so often characterizes over- 
protecting and dominating parents, 
like a dominating mother who de- 
nies a child the nght to appraise 
his own work by her flattering ap- 
praisals of it. 


If he thinks that his school com- 


position is "pretty good," the im- 
moderate praiser has to insist that 
it's "brilliant " Later, when he 
grows up and has a fight with his 
wife, the dominating appraiser of 
his action has to assure him that 
he is "perfectly nght " 


This unrealistic flattery can only 


end as the flatterer intends it to— 
the complete emotional bondage of 
the dominated person to the opin 
ions of the dommator.

Washington school on Tuesday night, heard a distinguished and en- 
thusiastic speaker, Miss Winifred Ward, ulk on the subject of "Cre- 
ative Dramatics." 


The meeting was opened by the 


president, Mrs. Victor Eicriler, anc 
icports of various officers of the 
PTA were read, and changes in the 
by-laws voted upon. 


Mrs. 
William 
Wolf, program 


chairman, introduced the speaker 
for the evening. 


Miss Ward, founder of the Chil 


dren's Theater at Evanston, and 
with 25 years of experience as a 
teacher and advisor m the field of 
dramatics for children, told her 
audience that it was through crea- 
tive dramatics that the child came 
to understand people's behavior 
and problems. 


Drama is considered by most 


people as an activity for those with 
a natural talent for the art. This 
is pet haps because of the par 
played by the audience, in demand- 
ing the best in talent from an 
actor, and so, unlike the musician 
and the artist, who are free to fol- 
low those pursuits, for their own 
pleasure and satisfaction, irrespec- 
tive of gicatness of talent or lack 
of it, the actor must be constantly 
proving his ability to "play the 
part." This can be as true o: 
school play productions, as it is 01 
the professional theater. The tal 
ented little actor receives the ap- 
plause of the audience, but the shy 
or timid child is given no opportu 
ruty to express his feelings, or give 
rein to his imagination, in the mosl 
natural way of "make-believe." 


Bent Kind of Plays 


Creative drama, Miss W a r e 


pointed out, does not depend on 
the talent of the minority. In place 
of the audience is the persona 
growth of the boys and girls who 
paiticipate in spontaneous acting 
For children from the kindergarten 
stage, up to the age of 11, spon- 
taneous drama is the best kind of 
play acting. 


In this way, they build up, evalu- 


ate and develop the play, which 
becomes beautiful and dehghtfu 
in itself. Adults need not concern 
themselves with a strict adherence 
to historical accuracy of speech, or 
the niceties of grammar, as the 
children enact their stories and 
experiences; it is the natural, spon 
taneity of expression of feeling and 
understanding, that is of the pri- 
mary importance in this type of 
activity. 


Results of creative dramatics 


are sometimes simple and some 
times very complex, but it is a 
way of teaching that can bring an 
enthusiastic response from Chil- 
dren, to an otherwise dull or diffi- 
cult subject. Miss Ward stressed 
that "make-believe" with children, 
must be whole-hearted, if it is to 
be a barns for learning, whatever 
the subject, whether it is about 
disciplinary problems, or about the 
customs of other countries. 


No New Subject 


Creative dramatics is no new 


subject; it is as old as the human 
race, because it is the natural in- 
stinct of everyone to indulge in a 
little "make-believe" now and 
again. Miss Ward commented on 
the value of dramatic work in men- 
tal therapeutics, but she said the 
time to use this work was at the 
beginning of the child's life when 
one could use the natural interest 
m expression of feelings, to satisfy 
th« individual need for an outlet of 
emotions, which in later life have 
to be disciplined and held in check. 


Miss Ward believes that creative 


dramatics is more than a way of 
teaching, it is a great art, and to 
her listeners, it was quite appar-

SAS President 
Is Advisor to 
Career Girls

Lonely? Well don't just sit there 


—do something! 


That's the advice of Muriel 


Davis, a Chicago insurance execu- 
tive who has become a sort of 
Pied Piper for American working 
girls. 


She discovered a few years ago 


that some of the girls in her own 
office 
suffered 
from loneliness, 


made some practical suggestions 
to them, and wound up as founder 
and president of Sigma Alpha Sig- 
ma, the working girls' sorority 
which now has a membership of 
2,000 in 100 cities across the United 
States. 


Miss Davis, an attractive career 


girl herself, works on the theory 
that more interests and activities 
a girl has, the more chances she 
gets to meet new and interesting 
people. 


Five Members 


Her first chapter started 
in 


Chicago with five membeis, whom 
she advised to go into various 
kinds of chanty work, hold busi- 
ness and social meetings, plan 
vacation trips and so on. 


Since its inception, members 


have made group trips to Hawaii, 
regular excursions to New York 
and Washington, and yearly trips 
to the Kentucky Derby. These are 
organized by Miss Davis, who con- 
tacts railroads, airlines and hotels 
and gets rock-bottom group rates. 


In August a group of SAS girls 


will go to Europe, visiting London, 
Paris, 
Copenhagen, 
Switzerland 


and the French Riviera. 


Cleveland Experiment 


Miss Davis recently conducted an 


experiment in Cleveland, selecting 
two girls of average appearance 
and personality from a local chap- 
ter to make a new circle of friends 
for themselves in the city within 
30 days. They were given the usual 
advice: go to churches, join the 
YWCA. attend women's clubs. 


At the end of the month, results 


were nil. 


Miss Davis says this proves that 


most of the usual organizations of- 
fering opportunities for group ac- 
tivity are too big lo enable a girl 
to form personal friendships easily. 
She limits membership in the work- 
ing girls' sorority chapters to 25.

Court of Appeals here today up- 
held a law giving the armed ser- 
vices the right to court-martial 
civilians for serious crimes com- 
mitted while in service.

to Robert W. Toth of Pittsburgh, 
an honorably discharged Air Force 
man. who is accused of murder 
in the slaying of a South Korean 
civilian. 


The Appeals Court reversed a 


ruling by U. S. Dist. Judge Alexan- 
der Holtzoff and directed that Toth 
be turned over to Air Force au- 
thorities for court-martial. 


The three appeals judges who 


heard the case agreed unanimously 
that a provision of the uniform 
code of military justice, giving the 
armed services authority to try 
former 
servicemen 
for serious 


crimes, is constitutional. 


Counsel for both Toth and the 


government have said the case 
would be carried to the Supreme 
Court.

American Teacher Writes 
Of Her Students in Siam 


This Interesting letter from 


Siam was written by Ann Bard- 
well Darling, daughter of Atty. 
and Mrs. William Hardsell, Chi- 
cago, and .a granddaughter of 
Airs. H. U. Bardwell, Otxon. 


By ANN BARDWELL DARLING 


"You don't have any paper, do 
you?" I asked my first year 
science students before g i v i n g 
them a short quiz. "Yes" they an- 
swered, 
their perennial 
smiles 


aglow, and their heads nodding. 
So I turned to the blackboard and 
began to write. A moment later I 
heard the hum of many little con- 
versations. Finally one girl was 
brave enough to ask me a ques- 
tion. "But we don't have any 
paper." Puzzled, I said, "But I 
just asked you 'You don't have any 
paper, do you?'' "Yes, Mrs. Dar- 
ling, we don't have any paper. ' 
And so began my introduction to 
the 
teaching 
of 
this strange 
language called English. 


When my husband won a schol- 


arship to study in Thailand, it was 
evident that my help would be 
needed in order to make the ven- 
ture financially possible. Fortu- 
nately we arrived m Bangkok at a 
moment when Chulalongkorn uni- 
versity, which my husband was at- 
tending, was extremely short of 
English instructors. It was only a 
matter of days before I had a 
teaching schedule of 14 hours per 
week at the university plus five 
hours per week at another lan- 
guage school. The hours at the 
university are spent t e a c h i n g 
grammar and composition to fresh- 
men in the fine arts, science and 
commerce departments. Only Eng- 
lish can be spoken in the class- 
room, a rule which is not difficult 
for me to follow' However, I try 
daily to repeat to my students the 
Thai phrases which I am learning. 
I seldom know any words which 
would be useful in our classroom 
work, but I find that when I speak 
several phrases in Thai, the stu- 
dents immediately relax, invari- 
ably have a good laugh, and are 
suddenly aware that their teacher 
isn't omniscient, after all! They 
realize that languages are seldom 
easy, and that Thai presents a 
challenge for me. exactly as Eng< 
lish does for them' 
It's Irregular! 


Mv students have been studying 


English from eight to 10 years, but 
unfortunately this would not be 
evident to anyone unaware of the 
fact. At least six years of this 
time has been devoted to English 
to Thai, and Thai to English trans- 
lations of classics—a task not over- 
whelmingly interesting! This work 
was relieved by a grammar study 
so rigorous that now the student 
can tell any American amaztng 
things about his language—the po- 
sition of adverbs, verb tenses, etc ! 
Recently I was asked whether 
"let" was a regular or irregular 
verb. The illiterate teacher had to 
admit "I don't know, but I'll find 
out for you " (It's irregular') 


Almost all of the students read 
English with no difficulty whatso 
ever. Most can write intelligent, 
reasonably --rammatical sentences 
of 7th or 8th grade caliber. They 
understand one-half to three-quar- 
ters of my daily speech, when I 
speak at a slowed-down pace and 
choose my words carefully But no 
one has ever taught these students 
to converse. One lecturer recently 
presented a 50 minute talk on the 
subject of modern-day political 
powers Of necessity that 50 min- 
utes was filled with the use of 
words such as radical, conserva- 
tive, left-wing, etc., and the lec- 
turer felt that the students' com- 
prehension was generally good. 
After the class, he went into the 
clubhouse for a soft dunk, and met 
several of the students m the 
class. "How are you today9" ask- 
ed the lecturer. A look of surprise 
and embarrassment came to their 
faces and they fumbled for the 
ptoper answer. How much, thought 
the lecturer m despair, did these 
young people understand of my 
lecture if they cannot even an- 
swer. "Fine, thank you" in a re- 
laxed, poised manner' Actually, 
these students, like hundreds of 
other Thai pupils, understand far 
more than tney can say, and this 
teacher had no need to become dis- 
couraged 'Some Are Tired 
I attempt to spend part of every 
class hour in simple conversation, 
and thus help the students gam 
confidence in their ability to speak 
English Many of them are frankly 
tired of the language, and it is a 
real challenge for me to awaken 
their interest. They are very anx- 
ious to learn about America and 
the American way of life, and 
would much rather discuss it in 
Thai, .listening to me feebly search- 
ing for words, than to practice 
their English. Of course their de- 
sire to converse on this subject 
In Thai signifies a sincere interest 
in the United States arid its people, 
but it also means that they are not 
using what they have learned of 
English in their 10 year study. 
However, many students are tre- 
mendously eager to speak our 
language and often come to me 
with a list of words which they 
don't understand. They have usual- 
ly heard these words in an Ameri- 
can popular song, one of the many 


American movies showing in Bang- 
kok, or they have seen the woids 
on an information poster put up by 
the United States Infoi mation Serv- 
ice. 
Some Go to England 


A large number of well-to-do 
Thai families send their children 
to England or America for further 
study after several years at a uni- 
versity in Thailand. These students 
are always eager to improve their 
English before going abroad. Each 
year many scholarships are offer- 
ed for foreign study and the not-so- 
wealthy students work diligently to 
improve their language ability be- 
fore taking the scholarship exams 
Having studied abroad for several 
years Drmgs much prestige to the 
young Thai, and gives him fine op- 
portunities in government and busi- 
ness here. 


An impressive number of Thais 


hold master's and doctor's degrees 
from leading American and British 
universities, and usually come 
back to Thailand anxious to im- 
prove their country by making 
practical use of the many new 
ideas they have gleaned from their 
foreign studies. Of course they also 
come home with the conviction that 
Westerners live too fast, don't al- 
low themselves enough time to en- 
joy life, and they iirmlv believe 
that Western students have a very 
unusual attitude t o w a r d then- 
teachers 


Difficult to Understand 
The position of the teacher in 


Thailand, as well as in the entire 
Orient, is something which has 
been very difficult for me to un- 
derstand although I know feel well 
accustomed to it. The first time I 
walked across the campus and 
passing a group of young men stu- 
dents, saw them stop abruptly and 
bovv to me. I was frankly amazed 
The second and subsequent times, 
I was awaie that this practice is 
merely one of many which symbol- 
ize the deep respect which the 
student is expected to have for his 
teacher When a girl hands me her 
completed composition, she grace- 
fully places her palms together, 
and bows her head slightly, as if 
m prayer When a boy gives me a

papciv he makes the same deep 
bow which he made when seeing 
me on the campus. These two ges- 
turea—the bow for the boy, the 
"wai" for the girl—are repeated 
when they are late for class, when 
they meet anyone of importance, 
and' often in place of saying "thank 
you" or "you're welcome 
I have 
heard that before a boxing match 
the athlete turns to bow to his in- 
stiuctor. thus recognizing the le- 
vered position which a teacher 
holds. 


Encouraged to Differ 


The privilege of challenging the 
teacher and getting to the facts be- 
hind his statements is something 
completely taken for granted by 
the American student. I noticed 
from my first day of teaching a 
habit which almost every student 
had-that of noting down every 
word I said which was understand- 
able to them. I encouraged them to 
listen more than to write, and to 
ask questions whenever they did 
not understand or agree with what 
I had said. This request brought 
forth titters of laughter from sev- 
eral students, and I could sense 
that they felt they could never 
have the temerity to disagree with 
me. However, I have constantly 
encouraged them to express their 
own ideas, and have found that 
now they often correct me and ask 
me questions. Sometimes, how- 
ever, thev will allow me to spend 
half an hour explaining a grammar 
point or the meaning of a word— 
only to discover that they have 
known and understood it for three 
or four years' They '.vere just too 
pohtb to interrupt me. I do believe 
that both American and Thai stu- 
dents have much to learn about 
their attitude toward professors— 
undoubtedly Thais could learn to 
be more relaxed and treat their 
teacher more as a human being, 
but American students have as 
much to learn about giving then- 
teachers the respect and politeness 
that they deseive 
It Is Challenging 


Teaching abroad is a most inter- 
esting and challenging experience. 
One certainly learns to appreciate 
the way he obtained his own edu- 
cation and at the same time gams 
insight into how his educational 
system could be improved. Going 
into a teaching posifon such as 
this with an open mmd and a will- 
ing heart, sincerely trying to un- 
derstand the needs and goals of 
one's pupils, one can't fail to have

With Tasty Split-Pea Soup 


By CAYNOR MADDUX 


When in doubt, make split-pea 


soup. We ^prefer to use either a 
ham bone or the end of a tongue, 
the part you cut off when you skin 
it. When neither are available, we 
use a few strips of fat, smoky 
bacon. And we often use a few 
shakes of aromatic bitters. These 
were invented by a Dr. Siegert 
more than 125 years ago. He was 
surgeon-general in Simon Bolivar's 
army. 


Aromatic Pea Soup 
(Yield: 8-10 servings) 


One package (1 poundJ green 


split peas, 2 medium-sized onions, 
sliced; 2 celery stalks, diced; 1 
carrot, diced; 8 peppercorns. 2 bay 
leaves, 3 cloves, 2 quarts boiling 
water, 2 tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, 2 tablespoons flour, 1 cup 
top milk or cream, 1 tablespoon 
aromatic bitters, 1 tablespoon salt, 
ham bone or tongue end, or fat, 
smoky bacon.

Protestants 
Claim Gains 
During Decade 


NEW YORK l*-The magazine 


Chiistian Herald reported that a 
survey shows more than four mil- 
lion Roman Catholics have been 
converted to Protestantism in the 
United States during the past 10 
years. 


The magazine said the Roman 


Catholic Church had reported that 
1,071,897 persons had been convert- 
ed from protestantism to Catholic- 
ism during the same decade. 


Christian Herald describes itself 


as an interdenominational maga- 
zine of the Protestant faith, but 
without any direct church ties. It 
claims a monthly circulation of 
375,000 persons. 


Its editor is Dr. Daniel A. Poling, 


noted churchman who also is head 
of the World Christian Endeavor, 
an interdenominational protcstant 
youth oigamzation. 


The magazine said conclusions 


were based on a questionnaire sent 
to 25,000 of the 181,000 Protestant 
ministers m every part of the 
United States. 


Dr. Poling said that wide pub- 


licity about Catholic conversions of 
Protestants had led many persons 
to believe that inter-faith conver- 
sion was a one-way proposition. 


Because of this belief, it was 


said, the magazine undertook its 
survey. 


Reasons for 
conversions "also 


were sought in the survey. 


Chief-of these was found to be 


the desire, in mixed-faith mar- 
riages, of one spouse to change to 
the religion of the other. 


"Contrary to widespread public 


opinion, the report revealed that 
it is the Catholic rather than the 
Protestant who adopts the faith of 
his mate, and is converted to prot- 
estantism." said the magazine. 


Other reasons for leaving the 


Catholic faith weie icportcd as 
"intellectual differences with Ro- 
man Catholic dogma . . . need for 
great freedom of personal belief 
and mterpi elation. . ."

CHARLOTTE, N.C. <*»—A glow 


of hope that a seasonal rise in the 
textile industry is starting u re- 
ported here. 


Mill owners say the situation is 


better than at the first of the year 
and consumption stiould start up- 
meaning more orders, longer work 
weeks, more jobs. 


Southeastern textile mills say 


they are producing at a better clip 
than the national rate—or, rather, 
that cotton consumption here is 
off less than the national rate, 
which was down 6 per cent in the 
early months of the year. 


Man-Hout« Off 


Man-hours of labor in textile 


mills in the Carolinas, however, 
was off 12 per cent in January 
from a year ago, the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Richmond reports. 


In the North some mills are do- 


ing better now. The Yankees con- 
tend that by now most of their 
marginal mills have closed, and 
that the flight of others to the 
South has slowed in cotton, if not 
wool. They argue that the sur- 
vivors in New England are in a 
strong- position. The specialty mills 
in particular are doing all right. 


The work week in the North, 


v.-hile down from its peak, isn't off 
as much as it was in the 1948-49 
tumble. 


Very Spotty 


The industry, as a whole, is very 


spotty. Some textile mills here are 
working six-day weeks and say 
they have the orders to support 
that rate. Some are working as 
:ew as three days. 


Some textile products are sell- 


ng well—diapers, for instance. 
The big baby crop of recent years 
nrean not only diapers, but crib 
sheets, and clothing—and in time 
a larger adult population running 
hrcugh shirts and sheets and 
vorkclothes. 


Bankers figure that the nation's 
6 million spindles, working 801 
hours a week, could turn just 
about as much as present demand 
calls tor. When they work more 
han that—on third shifts, say— 
surpluses often pile up and the 
ndustry gets indigestion again. 
Jankers think the recent output 
decline, starting last summer when 
nventories piled up, should be 
about over now.

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Oyster Loaf Brings Taste 
Of San Francisco's Cuisine 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 


We think San Francisco is one 


of the best towns to eat in in this 
well-fed country. One proof could 
be this oyster loaf recipe we ac- 
quired on our last visit to the city 
of the Golden Gate. 


Oyster Loaves, Russian Hill 


(Serves 4-6) 


Three 
tablespoons 
butter or 


margarine, 3 tablespoons flour, '3 
cup cream, Vs cup oyster liquid, 
% cup sauberne or other white 
table wine (or an additional 
J,S cup 


cream), 1 teaspoon lemon juice, 1 
teaspoon grated onion, salt and 
pepper to taste, % cup finely chop- 
ped eelery, 2 tablespoons chopped j 
parsley, 4 to 6 long French rolls, j 
additional butter o rmargarine for I 


spreading on rolls, IVa cups fresh 
or canned oysters, drained. Save 
liquid. 


Use whole if small, cut in bite- 


sized pieces if large. 


Melt butter and stir in flour. 


Add cream, oyster liquid and wine 
or extra cream. Cook, stirring con- 
stantly, until mixture boils and 
thickens. Add lemon juice, onion. 
salt and pepper. Stir in celery and 
parsley. Set sauce aside while pre- 
paring the rolls, as follows: 


Cut a thin slice lengthwise from 


the top of each roll. With fingers, 
hollow out and spread inside with 
butter. Toast rolls and top slices 
in a hot oven (450 degrees F.) 
just until golden brown. While 
rolls are toasting, add oysters to 


sauce and heat gently. To sen'*, 
place toasted roll shells on individ- 
ual plates; fill with the oyster 
mixture; put top slices in place. 
Serve at once. 


New Hampshire has its good 


recipes, too. Here's one for cab- 
bage, now so plentiful: 


Cabbage Rolls 


(Serves 6) 


One-half CUP rice, 1 teaspoon 


salt. >g teaspoon pepper, 1 cup raw 
beef, chopped, 1 head cabbage, 1 
tablespoon chopped onion, 2 cups 
tomato sauce. 


Wash rice. Mix beef, rice and 


seasonings. Cook cabbage leaves 
in boiling salted water until the 
leaves are limp enough to roll. 
Put some of the beef and rice 
mixture on each cabbage leaf and 
roll up. Place rolls in a casserole 
and pour tomato sauce over them. 
Cover. 


Bake at 350 degrees F. for one 


hour or until rice is tender. (To 
hasten cooking, partially cook the 
rice first.)
